The technical feature common to the inventions set 
forth in claims 1, 3-46 is "an image display wherein a 
group of at least one kind of particles is sealed in the 
space between two opposed substrates , at . least one of 
which is transparent, and said group of particles is 
moved by applying an electric field to the particles so 
as to display an image". However, the international 
search has revealed that this is not novel, since it is 
disclosed in document JP 2002-14654 A (Fuji Xerox Co., 
Ltd.), 18 January 2002. 

The special technical feature of claims 1, 3-4, 16- 
18 is that when "attaching the member which transmits 
signals which are applied to the image display circuit, 
to a substrate by means of an anisotropic 
electroconductive film", "the anisotropic film is 
constituted by dispersing electroconductive particles in 
a thermosetting adhesive or a light-curing adhesive". 

The special technical feature of claims 5-7 is that

The invention set forth in claims 1, 3 and 4 and 16 
does not involve an inventive step in the light of 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the international search 
report. It would be easy for a person skilled in the art 
to conceive of applying the "anisotropic film having 
electroconductive particles with a diameter falling within 
the range of 0.1 to 20mm dispersed in a light -curing 
adhesive or a thermosetting adhesive containing at least 
one type of compound having a glycydyl group, an acryl 
group or a methacryl group" described in document 2 as the 
"anisotropic film" set forth in document 1 (paragraph 
[0056] ) . 

The inventions set forth in claims 17 and 18 are not 
disclosed in any of the documents cited in the 
international search report, and are therefore novel. 
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
